The  second 
point  is  that  they  are  hardy  almost  anywhere  in  America,  standing  and  bearing  well  in 
climates  getting  as  low  as  50  to  60  below  zero.  •

It  is  not  really  a  tree  but  a  shrub  of  tree-like 
habit  growing  to  a  height  of  about  twenty  feet 
when  not  trimmed. 

In  Russia,  Siberia,  and  northern  Europe  gen¬ 
erally,  Caragana  is  the  great  favorite  for  hedges 
and  for  single  specimens  or  in  groups  on  the 
lawn. 

Throughout  the  Northwest  generally,  Caragana 
is  found  especially  desirable  as  a  protecting 
hedge  around  gardens  and  orchards  on  exposed 
prairies.  This  makes  a  tight  wind-proof  wall  of 
living  green  foliage  in  summer  and  in  the  winter 
the  tough  branches  resist  the  drifting  snow  and 
do  not  break  down  as  do  so  many  other  shrubs 
and  trees.  The  great  value  of  Caragana  is  out¬ 
standing  and  it  should  be  on  every  lawn,  be¬ 
cause  of  its  utility,  its  beautiful  green  foliage,  A  Trimmed  Hedge  to  Surround  the  Lawn 

feathery  leaves,  and  abundant  yellow  blossoms.

You  can  depend  on  it  to  always 
be  the  first  to  start  your  peony  and  perennial  garden  with  its  successive 
bright  colors.  ,

Besides  the  bright  red  flowers  the  plant  itself  is  very  outstanding,  and 
very  attractive  throughout  the  entire  season,  with  its  fine  cut-leaf,  fern-like 
foliage,  in  strict  contrast  to  the  large  leafed  foliage  of  the  other  varieties  of 
peonies. 

The  plant,  too,  is  extremely  hardy,  not  only  resistant  to  cold,  for  it  will 
live  and  thrive  in  climates  getting  as  cold  as  60  degrees  below  zero  in  winter, 
but  it  is  also  very  resistant  to  drouth  and  leaf  spot  and  other  plant  diseases 
that  so  often  spoil  the  common  varieties  of  peonies. 

This  Siberian  Fern-Leaf  Peony  is  a  new  introduction  and  we  have  been 
trying  to  get  sufficient  plants  started  in  order  to  be  able  to  offer  it  to  the  pub¬ 
lic.
